The first 
symptom was noticed during the month of 
June of the present year, and Mr. Slaughter 
remained at his borne until a few days ago 
when he appeared on tbe streets In apparent 
good health but still weak. Last Wednesday 
he became unwell again and was compelled to 
remain in his room, where he died, surround- 
ed by a number of friends who bad learned of 
hlsalarmlug condition. 


The deceased was one of the beet known cit- 


izen* of Decatur, and had many acquaintances 
In tbe larger cities of the country, particularly 
at St. Louis and Chicago. He was born near 
Covlngton, Ey., about tbe year 1834, and came 
to Decatur In 1857 at the age of 23 years.

In the year 18&, 
Mr. Slaughter bought Mr. Varney's Interest In 
the Central Hotel, and conducted the business 
under his personal management until 1865, 
when he retired. Since that year the deceased

made his home In Decatur. During his life, 
the deceased accumulated considerably mon- 
ey, but met with financial reverses from which 
he did not recover. He has a mother and sis- 
ter residing at Covington, Ky. We under- 
stand that he had bis life Insured for 115,000. 


Mr. Slaughter was in tbe prime of his life, 


and was a fine specimen of muscular develop- 
ment. In all business transactions he was al- 
ways prompt and straight, and in his social re- 
lations, which were limited, he was jovial and 
good natured.
